The Threſher 
inthe Bafne tryes the ſtrength of his Alaile, and counts it bercer 
employment then waſhing of Sheep. To conclude. the Hills and 
the Vallzys, and the flowery Meads do2 pennance. in a ſheer of 
ſnow for their luxury and pride inthe Spring; whilſt the hard/heart=- 
ed froſt locks up the Wo:mes, and .the Piimires, and the blind 
Velveteers inthe earth.

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fore give thee the ſame advice I meane to praiſe my ſelf ; that 
is, now and then in ſnow and froſty weather, to thaw your cengea- 
led veyns, and cheriſh ic with a glaſſe or two of rich and rafie 
wines, Which are chiefly choſen by theſe five F's, Fortia, Formoſa, 
Fragrantia, Frigida, Friſca, Neither wonld I have you too bukie 
with Phyſick without great occaſion conſtraine, for mens bodyes 
are bound up as the earth in froſty weather, and therefore nor 
withour extream danger are purging medicines exhibiced to open 
the pores of the body for cold and pernicious Aire to enter, Bs 
ſure you have a care ef taking the leaſt cold head or foor, for this 
Month Rheumes and Flegme doe extraordinarily encreaſe. To 
faſt long is exceeding hurtfull, ir fills the Romack and inteſtines 
with wind, and renders thee ſubje& to Collicks,Convultons,and 
Jlliack paſſions, But to drink a draught of Ale and Wormeweod 
wine nuxt in a morning,comforts the heart, ſcowers the Maw,and 
purges the Ureters,and is good againſt gravell or lone. Let your 
dier be ſuch as is naturally of a moderate hear, and you may eat a 
more liberall meale now then in Summer, for the heat of the Sto- 
mack is more intenſe,and vigorous to concott what it requires or 
receives, then it will be when the Sun with his nearer neighbour- 
hood calls forth that now ſelf-centered heat to the extimous and 
Cutaneous parts of the body. As to Apparell, I holdit a needleſle 
thing to preicribe, for 1 preſume froſt and ſnow will convince 
chee that a freez Jacket, will doe ye more ſervice then a Taffita 
doubler, 

For the Country man if he live in ſiiffe ſimple clayes, ler him 
in this Month in the firſt place, plow uphis peaſe earth, that ic 
may lye and take baite before it be ſowne : Bur if he live in 
fertile and well 'mixt ſoyles, then inthis month he ſhall begins 
fallow the tield he will lay to reſt the next yeare; bur if he live. 
upon hard-barren earths ( of which chiefly I write ) then imthis 
Month he ſhall water his Meadows and paſture grounds,and drain 
his arable grounds,eſpecially where he intends to ſow peaſe,oats, 
or batley the Seed time following : alio he ſhall (tub up all ſuch 
rough grounds as he intends to ſow the next year, 

Now meaſure and trim up your garden mould, and comfort 
with manureg{and,or lime the Roots of all barren fruit Trees,and 
cleanſe away moſle ard ſuperfluous branches from them. You may 
Planr, or tranſplane all manner of fruit-trees, as Apples, Peares, 
Pluns, Cherries, Filberr, Walnur.

Farmer, make fale of your: Wool, and other Summer Com- 
modiies, nov pur off thoſe ſtocks at Bees you mean to parc 
with; er ſuch as you mean to take for your own uſe,cloſe thatch, 
and dawb warm all the ſurviving Hives,and look that no Drone,

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ing well between your hands to get the Come or ſproutings 
cleane away ; for the beauty and goodnefle of Malt 1s when ic 
is ſmug, cleane, bright, andlikeſt ro Barley in the view,for then 
there. 1s leaſt waſt and greateſt, profit, for Come, and dult

; Now concerning Flax a word allo ; Flax, after i- hath been 
ewice (vingled, needeth neither more d:ving or beating, as 
Hemp Ccoth,bur may'be broughr go the Heckie in th fame man- 
; ner as you did Hemp, only the Heckle muſt be inuc' tiner and 
| liraicer, and (as you did before) the firt! [ecale b-ing much 
: courſer then the latter, holdirg the ſtrike ftile in your hand, 
| break it very well upon that Heckle, then the Hurds that come 
| eff youlthallſave to make tine Hurdencloth of , and the flrike 
ic ſelf you ſhall paſs thorow a fine: Heckle, and the Hurds 
which come from ther.ce, you ſhall ſave to make fine middle 
cloth of, and the tear it ſelf for the beſt linnen. . 
 Todrefs Flax for the fineſt uſe thar may be, as to make fair

| three, ſo hard and cloſe as 1s poſſible, joyning one to the end of 
another, till you have platted ſo much as you think convenienr, 
and then bezin arother plat, and thus plat ſo much as you think 
=" will make a rowl like unto one of your Hemp-rowls, and then 
wreathing them hard together, make up the rowl, and ſo many 
rowls note or leſe,according tothe purpoſe you dreſs them for;

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this done, put the rowls into a Hemp-trough, and beat them 
ſoundly , rather more then your Hemp, and then open and un- 
plat it, and divide every ſtrike ftom otker very carefully ; then 
hecklz tt through a finer Heckle then any formerly uſed, for of 
heckles there be ever three ſorrs,and this muſt be the fineſt, md 
in this Heckling you muſt be exceeding carefvl ro do it gently, 
and deliberately, left what you heckle from ic ſhould run to 
knots, as it is apt to do, bur being done arciticially, as ic ought, 
you ſhall have it lookand feel like fine Cotton, or Jerſey wool, 
and this which thus looketh and feeleth, and falleth from the 
Heckle, will notwichſtanding make a pure fine Linnen, and run 
at lea(t cwo yards and half inthe pound ; But the Tear ir ſelf 
will make a perfe& Rrong, and moſt tine Holland, and run at 
lealt tive yards inthe pound. 

Atter your Tear is thus dreft, you ſhall ſpin ic either upon 
Rock or Wheel,but the Wheel is the ſivifter way,and the Rock 
maketh the finett thread ; you ſhall draw your thread according 
ro the tear, and as long as it is even, it cannot be roo ſmall, buc 
if it be uneven, it will never make a durable cloth ; now for as 
much as every Huſwife is not able to ſpin in her own houſe,you 
thall make choice of the beſt Spinners you can hear of, = ro 
them pur forth your Tear,weighing ir before ic go,and weighing 
it again after it 15 ſpun,and dry, allowing weight for weight, or 
att ounce and half for waſte at the molt ; as for che prices for 
ſpinning, they are accordinz to the Natures of the Countrey,the 

neneſs of the Tear, and the dearneſs of provifticen; ſome ſpin- 
ning by the pound, ſome by the lay, and ſyme by the day, as the 
bargain ſhall be made. 

For your health, eat good, wholſome, and ſtrong meats, very 
well ſpiced and drelt, and free from rawneſs,and uſe meat nou- 
riſhing the blood, and drink ſweet and inſophiſticare Wines,and 
for digeſtion, ever before apples,or cheeſe, or ſuch trumperies,
